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Average cost a month for the proposed new 150- 
watt light replacing the present 50-watt lamp in the 
residential areas is put at about 60 cents a month for 
each resident.

report on water made earlier Minting 
last year by former Assem¬ 
blyman Charles Weber of 
Stockton—on the shelf. 

The senators, headed by 
George Miller (D.-Contra 
Costa), met with the Gover¬ 
nor and presented a proposal 
to join with the Federal gov¬ 
ernment in construction of 
Oroville dam, step up re¬ 
search for salt water con¬ 
version, also increase re¬ 
search activities in develop¬ 
ment of nuclear and solar 
energy where these can be 
applied to water develop¬ 
ment, and to cease litigation 
in water matters. 

TTie five senators in sug¬ 
gesting the dropping of law¬ 
suits, also asked that Cali¬ 
fornia join with the rest of 
the Western states for an 
overall plan of water de¬ 
velopment which would ben¬ 
efit the entire West. 

THE GOVERNOR, however, 
indicated in a statement 
after the meeting that he 
will stick by the $1,750,000,- 
000 California Water Plan 
which was voted by the 
people last November, but 
would study any possibility 
cf improvement or new fi¬ 
nancial assistance offered 
the state. 

He turned the proposal of 
the senators over to William 
Warne, his new director of 
water resources, for study 
and consideration. 

“And that’s all there is to 
it as far as I am concerned,” 
said Governor Brown. 

What the proposal adds up 
to, it accepted, is a resump¬ 
tion of cooperative activity 
with the Federal govern¬ 
ment, such as marked the 
construction of Shasta Dam 
in the 1930’s. The .state voted 
a bond issue to finance that 
water development, and the 
bonds were never sold. The 
Federal government stepped 
in and constructed Shasta, 
and still retains control of 
the dam.

THE AVERAGE school teacher in California receives 
around $37 a day in salary. ’This is deduced from a report of 
the California Teachers’ Association in the latest publication 
of its journal which showed the average salary for teachers 
in California was $6,513 during the 1959 60 school year. 

The CTA report showed salary gains of $394 a year for 
unior college instructors, for an average of $7,972; a gain 
$232 for high school teachers, for an average of $6,940; 
and $178 for elementary teachers, for an average of $6,185. 

Minimum requirements of the Department of Educa¬ 
tion, in apportioning state funds for support of school dis¬ 
tricts, are for 175 days of school a year.
